Dear Senator Dirkson: 

One of the weaknesses of 
democracy is its susceptibil¬ 
ity to rash, action in times 
of stress. It is probably too 
much to expect human be¬ 
ings to stay calm and make 
wise decisions at times of 
great anxiety, and this fact, 
more than any other, shows 
the wisdom of our republi¬ 
can 1 form of government. 

A free society is subject 
to disorder precisely be¬ 
cause the people have so 
much freedom. God forbid 
that we should restore order 
by eliminating freedom! 
Still, society cannot exist 
without order. People can 
tolerate a degree of chaos 
for a while, but eventually 
they demand order. The 
greatest danger to our coun¬ 
try, it seems to me, is that 
lawlessness has been per-' 
mitted to go so far that the 
citizens have been aroused 
too suddenly and too com¬ 
pletely. In the rush to re¬ 
store order, one of our pre¬ 
cious freedoms may be mis¬

You rascal! I was with 
pangs of nostalgia I read 
what you wrote about “the 
good old days” .... And 
you’re so right . . . “What 
complete change has taken 
place • . 

Many of these changes 
are for good. The control of 
typhoid, malaria, tuberculo¬ 
sis .. . Reduction in infant 
mortality and child-birth 
deaths. More humane gov¬ 
ernment support of the 
needy aged . . . And our 
wonderful, modern homes 
and appliances. No one 
wants to go back to the rub- 
board and pulling water out 
of a well. And those “Chick 
Sales” were mighty cold on 
a frosty morning. In our 
wooded neigborhood very 
few had the “little houses.” 
We just took to the bushes, 
including Aunt Kit on her 
crutches. 

But there have been 
many steps backwards, too. 
Air, water and sound pol¬ 
lution. Increase in respira¬ 
tory liseases suoh as em¬ 
physema, and according to 
health reports many other 
illnesses. Highway slaugh¬ 
ter. Continuing wars with 
the threat of bigger wars. 
The wasting away of the 
dollar value. With the U.S. 
becoming more and more 
the chief defense against 
communism . . . And the 
awful crime rate. 

And the human relation¬ 
ships! Many of us old-tim¬ 
ers think something pre¬ 
cious has been lost along 
the way. I remember the 
log rollings, the corn husk- 
ings, the quilting bees. Get¬ 
ting born, married, sick and 
dying were neighborhood 
affairs. When a baby was 
born, with onlv Doc Watts, 
fee $2, and the neighbor 
women helping, the neigh¬ 
bors took care of the other 
children and the mother and 
did the work for nine days 
and longer if there were 
complications. Many of 
these women 1 had a baby 
about every year and they 
needed the nine days vaca¬ 
tion. The neighbors cared 
for the sick. Dying was for 
free. Free gra v e y a r d s. 
Neighbor men dug the 
graves and made the cof¬ 
fins. Women washed and 
laid out the dead. During 
bereavement, the family 
was not left alone. And help 
continued even after the 
burial. 

There was a “poor house” 
for the aged about 50 miles 
away. But it was a family 
disgrace to send a relative 
there. The greatest family 
disgrace was for a daugh¬ 
ter to have a baby out of 
wedlock. That seldom hap¬ 
pened, and when it did the 
family usually moved away.

A county sponsored prop¬ 
erty tax relief bill which, 
would return $62 million in 
the current sales tax to Los 
Angeles was approved this 
week by the Senate Finance 
Committee, County Super¬ 
visor Warren M. Dorn an¬ 
nounced from Sacramento. 

“This is a great victory 
for over-burdened home 
owners in the County, and 
if approved by the Senate 
as a whole, will result in 
a property tax rate reduc¬ 
tion,” said Dorn, who has 
been pushing for such a 
measure for several years. 

He pointed out that if 
Assembly Bill 149 gains 
State approval, an addi¬ 
tional one-half cent of the 
current sales tax will revert 
to the County for the prop¬ 
erty tax rate reduction. 

The measure had the sup¬ 
port of all 58 counties 
through the County Super¬ 
visors Association of Cali¬ 
fornia, of which Dorn is vice 
president. This bill has pre¬ 
viously been approved by 
the Assembly.

Edison Asks For First 
Rate Hike in 11 Years

out, however, that Edison 
has reduced rates several 
times in the past 11 years, 
reductions which have bene- 
fitted its customers by more 
than $39 million annually 
on basis of the current level 
of sales. 

The proposed increase 
would add less than five 
cents per day to the bill of 
an average residential cus- 
tomer, Horton said. 

“The cost of electricity to 
domestic customers has de¬ 
clined steadily over the 
years while the costs of 
most other products and 
have risen steadily,” the 
Edison chairman said. 
“Even with the proposed 
rate increase, the cost of a 
kilowatt hour of electricity 
for household use will still 
be less than it was as far 
back as 1938.” 

Horton said the economic 
forces necessitating the in¬ 
crease are sharp rises in 
construction expenditures, 
higher interest rates the 
company must pay for mon¬ 
ey to finance the construc¬ 
tion, the increase in fed¬ 
eral income taxes, and the 
impact of inflation gener¬ 
ally. 

Ih addition, the company 
is programming substan¬ 
tially increased expendi¬ 
tures for placing distribu¬ 
tion lines and to further re¬ 
duce air pollution. 

Edison’s construction bud¬ 
get for 1968 will reach a 
record $355 million, Horton 
said, .up about 9% from the 
$325 million expenditure for 
1967. ‘‘And for the next five 
years, including 1968, ex t 
penditures are expected to 
range between about $335 
million and $425 million a 
year,” he added. 

Extended lead times now 
required for delivery of 
major equipment mean Edi¬ 
son 1 must commit larger 
sums for longer periods of 
time before new facilities 
can become fully operation¬ 
al and produce revenues, 
Horton said. 

As a result, the company 
will have to finance a 
larger percentage of its 
plant construction 1 with 
funds obtained from the 
sale of new securities rather 
than- with internally-gen¬ 
erated funds. 

“Unfortunately, we expect 
to be selling these securi¬ 
ties during a period when 
interest rates continue to 
be close to the highest in 
history,” Horton said. 

In 1957, Edison sold three 
bond issues at an average 
cost of 4.65 %> In May of 
1967 —10 years later — the 
cost of new bond money to 
Edison h,ad risen 1 to 5.86%. 
"And our most recent bond 
issue in February of this 
year cost Edison 6.42%,” 
Horton said. 

"During the 11 years since 
our last rate increase, the 
cost of money has risen sub¬ 
stantially, but during the 
same period Edison’s rates 
have been 1 reduced, not in¬ 
creased,” Horton said. 

“The rate reductions were 
made possible by improved 
technological and operating 
techniques, by lower fuel 
price levels, and by signifi¬ 
cant reductions in the level 
of federal income taxes . . . 
despite increases in other 
costs such as labor, operat¬ 
ing materials and supplies, 
contract services and prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

“But we can no longer 
hold the line against the 
inflationary pressures I 
have outlined. If we are to 
continue to provide reliable 
service to our customers, to 
attract the additional capi¬ 
tal funds .neecessary to do 
so at a reasonably competi¬ 
tive cost, and to provide a 
fair return to our share¬ 
holders, we must have rate 
relief.”
